After paying tributes to the "lib- 


eral" records of Governor Herbert 
H. Lehman, seeking a fourth term; 
Senator Robert F. Wagner, long 
term senatorial candidate; and Rep- 
resentative James M. Mead, nomi- 
nee for the short senatorial term 
from New York, the chief executive 
asked the voters throughout the na- 
tion to:

He said that the New Deal in its

After the luncheon, which was a 


part of the reception tendered Car-

from President Roosevelt, the car- 
dinal was to return to the liner, 
then disembark in official form be- 
fore entraining for Rome. 


The reception aboard the Oma- 


ha carried out all the ceremonies of 
diplomatic procedure. 


High Vatican officials as well as 


local authorities greeted the car- 
dinal, but the presence of the Unit- 
ed States ambassador made the oc- 
casion unique, since American dip- 
lomatic relations with the Vatican 
were discontinued 60 years ago.

broke a prolonged drouth and help- 
ed control hundreds of blazes but 
permanent relief depended upon 
continued precipitation. 


The damage to timber stands and 


farm crops was estimated in the 
hundreds of tnousands. 
The fire 


area extended from Michigan to the 
gulf and from the Atlantic to the 
Mississippi watershed. 


H. W. Berckman. district forest- 


er, estimated the timber loss in one 
Kentucky coui'ity, Harlan, at $200.- 
000. 
Fires swept over 8,000 acres 


in the state nnd endangered five 
major coal mining properties. Har- 
lan and Pike counties in the coal 
fields still were menaced despite 
the rains. 


100 Major Fires 


There were a hundred major fires 


and uncounted small ones raging in 
West Virginia where. State Forester 
D. B. Griffin yaid, the flames had 
the fire-fighteis' "backs against the 
wall." 
A l,6i'0-mile area — one- 


fourth of the state—was in the fire 
zone. 
Nearly 3,000 men were on 


duty. 


The West Virginia blazes burned 


a coal tipple at Thurmond, causing 
a loss of $10.000, threatened four 
mining towns and isolated wood- 
land homes, and advanced to the 
edge of Charleston, the capital.

between all interested parties. 


To withdraw the pay cut was not 


obligatory on the 
roads in any 


sense, except that the findings of 
the board pretty well demolished 
their case before the court of pub- 
lic opinion. The executives, as a 
matter of record, in their formal 
letter withdrawing the pay cut, 
state that they do not agree with 
the findings. This may or may not 
mean that they will revive the pay 
cut if economic conditions _do not 
improve. 


Graduated Scale 


Certainly, the president's emer- 


gency board pointed the way to 
such a renewal of the pay cut plan 
if the financial condition of the 
railroads was not soon improved. 


But. if such a proposal is made 


again, it probably will not be a hor- 
izontal decrease of 15 per cent, but 
a graduated scale which would not 
put so much of a burden on the 
workcis in tluj low income groups. 


Business 
conditions, of course, 


contain a substantial part ot the 
answer to the problem of the rail- 
roads. With a big armament pro- 
gram coming i.nd a resumption of 
spending by the public utilities, the 
car loadings should increase, be- 
cause both these steps arc related 
to heavy goods industries which 
make a considerable part of freight 
traffic. 


But what to do with the insolv- 


ent railroads of those known as 
"problem roads" which constitute 
a very big part of the total mileage 
of the railroads today? The gov- 
ernment has in mind a lending pro- 
gram. It has been suggested again 
in recent months, but, as long 
as 


there was a pay-cut controversy, 
the railroad labor unions had suf- 
ficient leverage to prevent the ad- 
ministration and the congress from 
doing much about lending except 
to express a few hopes about re- 
habilitation 


Back To Government 


Xow that the pay cut controversy 


has been removed, at least for the 
present the whole railroad problem 
comes back to the governmental 
doorstep.

We are no paraders of Utopias. We 


only insist that there is much to be gained 
in the nation's advance toward a satis- 
factory life by the employment of moder- 
ate methods in the hands of fair and able 
men. 


COLLEGE EDUCATIONS 


A composite opinion of America's stu- 


dent bodies was advanced last week by a 
group of distinguished educators gathered 
far and wide from America's principal 
universities. That opinion might not un- 
justly be put in the following language: 


"The colleges and universities of the 


nation are crowded with misfits who 
haven't the capacity to acquire knowl- 
edge and unless corrective measures 
are adopted soon a college 
degree 


won't have any more commercial value 
than a hangnail." 
Dr. Fitzgerald 
of Loyola University 


said in substance that about 30 per cent 
of the students now at these institutions 
are "unfit mentally, morally and emotion- 
ally to absorb a college education." 


This educator added that a great many 


of these come from comparatively well-to- 
do homes where parents seem to be glad 
to get their children off their hands for 
a few years. 


A professor at Northwestern 
Univer- 


sity declared sadly that the schools of 
higher learning are 
missing altogether 


too many bright youngsters who could ef- 
fectively and advantageously absorb edu- 
cations. 
Of course he meant that they 


were simply unable to gather together the 
necessary finances to see them through. 


Since education has become a great in- 


dustry in this country, and since the bur- 
den of public education is now weighing 
the taxpayer down it should be evident 
that we must be doing something about 
this dark spot that has developed. 


Wisconsin University 
which masses 


students in droves includes about 1500 
from without the borders of the state who 
pay but a nominal amount in compari- 
son to what it costs the people of this state 
to educate them. In fact, the attendance 
from out of the state at our university 
today equals the total attendance of but 
45 years ago. 


We have done comparatively little to 


open up to public use the great treasure- 
house that is to be found in its capable 
people and have consigned the fit and the 
brainy to obscure places so long as they 
didn't have enough money in their pockets 
to pay their way. 


The state, because of the terrific cost 


of its university which goes into the mil- 
lions each year, should at least cull out 
those who are mentally and dispositional- 
ly unable to make use of great educa- 
tional facilities and supplant them with 
those who have been endowed with the 
necessary qualities to coin their education 
into useful productiveness for the state as 
well as themselves.

old fees and the lower new rates 
would be impounded. It amounted 
to more than a half million dollars 
in four years. 


The commissioners won a deci- 


sion, the supreme 
court holding 


that the secretary 
of agriculture 


had erred in his method of arriv- 
ing at the lowei schedule of rates. 
The court found that the commis- 
sioners had not been given a fair 
hearing so the new schedule was 
held invalid. If that ruling held, 
the commissioners would get the 
impounded half million. 


But the department argued that 


the money should be returned to 
the farmers who had paid the fees 
in the first place. So, it came to the 
supreme court again with a new 
appeal. This time the department 
argued that it should be allowed to 
correct the error. 
Why not hold 


hearings at which the commission- 
ers could present their case? That 
would give the department an op- 
portunity to legalize its schedule 
of rates. 


Frederick H. Wood, of 
New 


York, attorney for the 
commis- 


sioners, denounced such a proced- 
ure. The department made a mis- 
take in fixing the rates, didn't :t' 
The commissioners should be en- 
titled to the impounded 
moneys, 


shouldn't they? 


Brandeis Puts A Question 


At that point Justice Brandeis 


intervened with his series of ques- 
tions, which were phrased in the 
nature of arguments. Wouldn't it 
be all right, he said in effect, if 
courts cooperated with such ex- 
ecutive branches as the department 
of agriculture to permit them to 
correct mistakes? Such cooperation, 
he argued, between the judicial 
and executive branches would im- 
prove government. 


Such 
"cooperation" 
was 
just 


what New Dealers have been ask- 
ing of the courts. It was President 
Roosevelt's own idea of what the 
supreme court should do. 
But it 


was obvious the supreme court was

PASSING OF THE FALSE FRONT 


Gone is the haircloth upholstered, 


whatnot adorned parlor where visit- 
ing celebrities were austerely en- 
sconced beside the marble-top table 
with the loaded stereoscope under- 
neath, showing Niagara Falls pretty 
badly choked with ice. Gone, too, 
the drawing room, which according 
to all the best fiction, superseded 
the parlor just as soon as father's 
pay was raised above $1.50 a day.

or maintain good posture. They give 
all their attention to putting up a 
front and none ty the back. 


In an earlier talk about posture I 


said the first rule for good posture 
is keep your chin in. that is, imag- 
ine you are wearing a high stiff col- 
lar and you must keep your chin in- 
side the collar. 


The second rule, I should say, is to 


stretch your back. Never mind your 
front If your back is straight and 
in good order the front will make 
the best possible appearance. 


The mistake usually made by per- 


sons without 
education—physical 


education—is the attempt to draw 
in or bold in or draw up or hold up 


the "diaphragm," as the illiterate 
call it or the "Abdomen" as 
the 


prudish call it. meaning the belly. 
Hand in hand with that 
mistake 


goes the comic opera butler chest 
antic. If you want to have good pos- 
ture. I repeat, never mind 
your 


chest or your belly, but keep your 
chin in and your back stretched. 


The spine in a vigorous, herlthy, 


well developed person is S-shaped, 
a stretched out S, with a backward 
curve at the shoulder level, a for- 
ward curve at the loin. This gives 
the spine greater strength and re- 
siliency than it would have if 
it 


were perfectly straight It enables 
you to add, well, not a cubit per- 
haps but one-fourth to one-half inch 
to your stature by taking thought 
and stretching your back. 


In nearly every case of poor pos- 


ture the forward and 
backward 


curves of the spine are more or less 
exaggerated. Marked exaggeration 
of the backward curve between the 
shoulders is called kyphosis, round 
back or round shoulders, and this is 
a characteristic posture of muscle 
weakness—weakness primarily due 
to nutritional Deficiency (not lack 
of sufficient loot1, but deficiency in 
such essentials as calcium, 
phos- 


phorus, vitamin D. iron, vitamin B

Lanolin can be purchased from 


any drug store. Three ounces of 
lanolin should be used with a gallon 
of benzine. Get the druggist to dis- 
solve the lanolin in chloroform be- 
fore adding it to the benzine. Stir 
the two well and your solution is 
ready. 


Submerge the garment entirely in 


the solution for about five minutes 
or until every thread* and seam is 
filled. At the saturation point re- 
move the garment and let it dry by 
spreading it out on a flat surface. 
If you hang up the garment the' 
surplus fluid will drain to the low- j 
er part. Keep the garment away i 
from fire while drying. After it i? j 
dry there will be no danger from j 
fire.

In our space today. .1 
can give only a small part of the 
leaflet, but here are a few para- 
graphs about one of the pioneers: 


"John -Stringfellow was an engi- 


neer, and had charge of a lace fac- 
tory in southern England. Much of 
his spare time, he gave to thoughts 
of building a flying machine. 


"At the age of 49, he finished 


building 
a 
model 
with a wing 


spread of 20 feet. 
It 
was 
fitted 


with a light-weight steam engine 
which drove twin propellers. 
It 


was a monoplane with wings which 
narrowed to a point at the end. 
There was a good-sized tail, and 
under the engine was a rudder. 


"Using open space in his lace 


factory, Stringfellow hung his mon- 
oplane on a wire runway, set the 
engine 
going, 
and watched the 


plane go forward and detach itself. 


"Great must have been the thrill 


of the inventor when the model 
lose until it reached the farther 
end of the room. 


"The event took place in June, 


1848, and is spoken 
of as "the 


first successful flight of an air- 
plane driven by steam power.' 


"La'.er 
Stringfellow 
took 
his 


monoplane to London, and launched 
it from a wire runway. It darted 
off, we are told, 'in as fair a flight 
as it was possible to make, to a 
distance of about 40 yards, where 
it was stopped by the canvass.' 


"Stringfellow could not afford to 


spend more money working with 
airplanes and for 20 years, did nol 
make further models. Then, agin 
as he was, he returned to it as a 
hobby. One of his later efforts was 
a triplane. 
Although he did no' 


solve the problem of a man-carry- 
ing machine, he did much to point 
the way for others who entered the 
field in later years.

New Route for Highway 


41 Prepared for Winne 


bago-Fond du Lac 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison—Thomas Davlia of. the 


state highway commission said 
here yesterday that the commission 
will certify to the Winnebago and 
Fond du Lac county boards before 
their annual meetings on Novem- 
ber 15 the state's recommended 
route for the relocation of highway 
41 m that section. 


The relocation, which would cost 


several millions of dollars, 13 pro- 
posed as a part of the ambitious 
project planned by the commis- 
sion which would ultimately fur- 
nish a complete new route for high- 
way 41 from Milwaukee to Green 
Bay. 


It is expected that the state cer- 


tifications to the county 
boards 


next week will contain the route 
which has already been, outlined 
by the commission and prepared 
by its Fox River valley division of- 
fice at Green Bay. and which was 
reviewed at a hearing held in Osh- 
kosh recently. 


At that hearing Davlin asserted 


that owing to traffic volume and 
the present condition of the high- 
way 41 strip, much of the present 
route needs reconstruction or re- 
placement between Milwaukee and 
Green Bay. On that account, he 
said, a new route is being proposed 
in line with the modern trend 'of 
highway building in the form of 
belt lines which skirt the heavily 
populated centers and avoid the 
congestion of city 
streets for 


through travelers. 


Davlin also added that pending 


action on the reconstruction pro- 
posal, the commission plans to wid- 
en highway 41 in several places 
during the next construction sea- 
son, although it would not be of 
permanent construction. 'He said 
that the commission would use 
macadam to widen the roadway 
where it is now too narrow. 


According to plans developed by 


D. F. Culbertson. division engineer, 
for the commission, the Winneba- 
go-Fond du Lac relocation will in- 
volve the construction of a new 
concrete road 22 feet in width from 
a point south of the city of Fond du 
Lac to the outskirts 
of Neenah

highway

from 


northern 
Winnebago 
county 


through Outagamie, to Brown. 


The road would cross the Fox 


river over a bridge estimated by 
Culbertson at from 500 to 600 feet 
in length. Cui'oenson has also re- 
vealed that if the relocation is ap- 
proved, it is planned to provide 
for the acquisition of a 150 foot 
right of way to enable the con- 
struction of a parallel lane for fwo 
way traffic when it is needed. 


Although state highway officials 


have not talked in terms o£ fi- 
nancing thus far, it has been, esti- 
mated that the project in Winne- 
bago county alone would mean an 
expenditure of $2,500,000, including 
the Fox river bridge and at least 
two railway overheads. 


Counties would assist in the fi- 


nancing with their state aid allot- 
ments, while state and federal mon- 
ey would also be available, com- 
mission officials have indicated.
